County Civic League 
Opposes Creation Of 
County Health Dept. 

Says Very Few Additional 

Powers Obtained over 

Present Setup 



The Lake County Civic league 
today came out in opposition to the 
creation of a county health depart- 
ment on the grounds that it pro- 
vides little value for the amount to 
be spent. 

Said the "Civic League Report- 
er" a release issued by the league 
to its members: 

"November seventh's election pre- 
sents Lake county voters with a 
proposal to create a County Health 
department to operate on a 5c tax 
rate, amounting to a maximum of 
$250,000 per year. 

"Although the Lake County Civic 
league recognizes that a county 
health department would have 
some benefits for citizens of this 
county, we do not believe it will re- 
turn a dollar's worth of good for 
each tax dollar proposed to be spent 
to support its work. Therefore, 
the Civic league recommends that 
the proposal be voted down. 
. "The most pressing health prob- 
lem in the western section of the 
county is pollution. The proposed 
health department would have a 
staff of inspectors who could only 
show people how to install or re- 
model household disposal systems. 
Its enforcement powers to prevent 
or abate nuisances caused -by dis- 
charge of raw sewage into lake* 
or on open ground are no greater 
than those possessed by local gov- 
ernment officials. 

"Pollution problems in western 
Lake county can be solved only 
through creation of a sewage treat- 
ment district. A health depart- 
ment cannot build and operate .a 
system of sewage disposal and 
treatment; therefore, a health de* 
partment cannot solve the problem. 
Proposals pending before the Coun- 
ty Board for creation of a sanitary 
district in the western half of the 
county contain the solution to the 
pollution problem, and should be 
pushed. 

"Other environmental sanitation 
problems coming under the pro- 
posed health department include 
restaurant inspection. A health de- 
partment would duplicate the exist- 
ing inspectional function of the 
food and dairy division of the State

Charged with Assault 

Oscar I. Onstad, restaurant oper- 
ator at Hickory Corners, was re- 
leased on $200 bond Wednesday for 
court hearing on charges of assault 
and battery. He has been accused, 
of striking his wife four days before 
her death. His arrest followed an 
investigation by Coroner Garfield 
Leaf which took place when bruises 
were found on Mrs. Onstad's face 
after her death. Police said Onstad 
admitted the assault,, but offered 
what he thought . was satisfactory 
explanation. The hearing is set for 
October 30 before Justice of the 
Peace Ray J. Beard on. 
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Communism at Home and Abroad 

The problem of whether, in a free society, wc 
should make membership in the Communist party il- 
legal clearly involves deep questions of principal. 
Many non-Communists feel that it would establish a 
precedent of great potential danger. Many others feel 
strongly that Communism at home is as great a men- 
ace as Communism abroad and cannot be tolerated. 

An extremely interesting contribution to this con- 
troversy has been provided by Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son of the Supreme Court. It is found in an opinion 
written by him in a test case before the Court concern- 
ing the constitutional validity of that provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act which requires that officers of a 
labor union file an affidavit that they are not members 
of the Communist party. 

Mr. Jackson opened his opinion with these words: 
"If the statute before us required labor union officers 
to forswear membership in the Republican party, the 
Democratic party, or the Socialist party, I suppose all 
agree that it would be unconstitutional. But why, if 
it is valid as to the Communist party? The answer, 
for me, is in the decisive difference between the Com- 
munist party and every other party of any importance 
in the long experience of the United States with party 
government." 

The Justice then went on to point out five dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the Communist party 
which place it in a unique position. In each case, he 
elaborates at length on these points which, in very 
brief form, are as follows: 

1. "The goal of the Communist party is to seize 
powers of government by and for a minority rather 
than to acquire power through the vote of a free elec- 
torate." 

2. "The Communist party alone among Amer- 
ican parties past or present is dominated and con- 
trolled by a foreign government." 

3. "Violent and undemocratic means are the cal- 
culated and indispensable methods to attain the Com- 
munist party's goal." 



4. "The Communist party has sought to gain this 
leverage and hold on the American population by 
acquiring control of the labor movement," 

5. "Every member of the Communist party Is an 
agent to execute the Communist program." 

Mr. Jackson, of course, was dealing with a specific 
provision of one law — not with the proposition of 
whether the Communist party could be declared Il- 
legal. However, the points he laid down are, In gen- 
eral, those which have caused many thoughtful people 
to conclude that American Communism, with its for- 
eign allegiances, is too great a danger to the nation 
to be permitted to exist. The evidence is now over- 
whelming that its sole purpose is to destroy this gov- 
ernment and that the Kremlin calls the tune to which 
it dances.

Second Guaranty if 

First One Is Lost 



Veterans who lose property on 
which the government has guaran- 
teed part of a loan can secure a sec- 
ond guaranty if conditions reveal 
that It was lost through no fault 
of their own, the Illinois Veterans 
Commisslln pointed out today. 

Under the new Housing Act of 
1050 restoration of a loan guaranty 
is possible where property was 
taken over for public use, destroyed 
by fire or other natural hazards, or 
disposed of because of "compelling" 
reasons. 

Under "compelling" reasons the 
government is giving consideration 
to veterans who dispose of their 
property and move because of con- 
ditions affecting their health or for 
those whose change of employment 
necessitates moving to another loca- 
tion. 

The government, however, re- 
quires that It be relieved of all lia- 
bility on the first loan. An added 
advantage for second loans Is the 
new higher rate of 60 per cent or a 
ceiling of $7,500. Under a previous 
law the maximum was $4000.

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Hamsters, Mice, 
Dogs Now Part 
Of School Work 

MILWAUKEE-Readln*, writing 
and arithmetic were, once upon a 
time, the subject studied by grade 
school pupils. All that Is changed 
now, especially In the Milwaukee 
grade school progressive system. 

And In other parts of the nation, 
too, education In the lower grades 
Is becomfng more progressive with 
children studying hamsters, white 
mice, rabbits and dogs. 

Leader In the Milwaukee study of 
animals Is the Wisconsin humane 
society, Animals are borrowed from 
the society's shelter to make educa- 
tion exciting. 

Robert H. Sieger, education di- 
rector of the society, says every 
fall for two weeks one school bor- 
rows a puppy to teach children about 
care and feeding of dogs, 

"The children take turns taking 
the dog home at night and the dog 
has free run of the schoolroom," he 
said. 

Chltden Like Classes 

The Wisconsin humane society 
probably has one of the most ex- 
tensive animal education programs 
in the country. Sieger has many 
films on animal life to show school 
youngsters in addition to such live 
specimens as Jananesc walzing 
mice, turtle doves, and guinea pigs. 

The students are pleased and in- 
terested when he shows films, ac- 
quainting them with many animals 
of the woods and their habits. Lec- 
tures accompanying the films pre- 
pare the children for trips to the 
zoo or parks and provides them 
with new words and suggested sub- 
jects for art work or stories. 

When a dog Is taken to the class- 
room there arc always a lot of 
questions Sieger reports. 

"They always want to know how 
to stop a dog from barking and 
chasing cars," he says. 

During 1949 the society gave 397 
programs in schools, attended by 
68,355 children. A total of 173 shelter 
lecture programs drew 6,682 per- 
sons. Evening adult programs num- 
bered 76, attracting an audience of 
11,160. 

Girls Not Afraid 

Recently the society's demonstra- 
tion dog, Chico, died and gloom 
spread through the grade schools. 
A new one, Taku, will replace him, 
this fall. 

Siegler gives the youngsters hints 
on dog training such as how to stop 
them from jumping upon people 
and chasing automobiles. He used 
slides to show the youngsters how 
to care for sick animals. 

"Less than 5 per cent are afraid 
of animals," he said. "Generally 
girls arc more afraid of animals 
than boys. But now we're finding 
that girls ore no longer fearful of 
even mice and snakes," 

The children also take trips to the 
society's shelter where they learn 
to identify dogs types, see cats in 
the feline ward, listen to a parrot 
i talk, study fish in an aquarium and 
visit with all the other "loan 
library" animals. They usually 
| clamor to see Peewce, the pony, and 
the society's pet goat. In the clinic 
they see equipment used by the vet- 
erinarian to treat sick animals.

Also 

Sandwiches of all kinds 

at popular prices 



British Report New Drug 
Cures Golds Overnight 

LONDON— A new drug called CF9. 
that may cure the common cold 
overnight, has been developed by 
British scientists. 

The common cold has long been 
the worst enemy of modern times, 
probably causing more loss of time 
and money than any other minor 
ailment. If the drug can cure a cold 
overnight it will be one of the great- 
est discoveries in recent years. 

The scientists said it may be used 
In treating diseases in the virus 
group, including influenza, mcasjes, 
scarlet fever, smallpox, and in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Developed by the Endenhnll clin- 
ical research center in London, the 
drug has been used by six mem- 
bera of the research staff to cure 
their colds. 

It has been tested extensively by 
veterinarians in treating neuro- 
pathic virus in dogs. The disease 
usually was (10 per cent fatal. Vet- 
erinarians using CF9 reported 80 
per cent of the cases were cured. 

The center began work three 
years ago. * Its mission was to find 
a new type treatment for cancer. 
Out of the research emerged CF9.

Estate in United States 

WASHINGTON— The old romance 
of on American inheriting a British 
title and great wealth has been re- 
versed. A titled Englishman has in- 
herited nn American estate. 

He is Lord Fairfax, 27, youngest 
member of the British house of 
lords. The estate, including 1,000 
acres of the richest tobacco land in 
Maryland, was inherited by the 
Englishman on the death of his 
aunt, Mrs. Frances Fairfax Roberts. 

Since 1685 the Fairfax family has 
been closely associated with the 
history of Virginia and Maryland. 
The first Lord Fairfax came to Vir- 
ginia as collector of customs for 
Charles II. Through his wife he In- 
herited Q million acres in Virginia.

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Intoxicated Oyster 
Found Easy Prey 
For Shucker's Knife 

NEW ORLEANS, La.-Thc oyster 
Industry has cornc up with a new 
one— get the bivalves slightly in- 
toxicated on carbonated water and 
they wilt open their shell and bo- 
come easy prey of gourmets. 

Another of the late devices is 
an electronic machine which liter- 
ally says "phew" to spoiled oysters. 

Dr. Herbert F. Prythcrach devel- 
oped the mickey finn business? He 
found by long experimentation that 
an oyster con get drunk as a boiled 
owl— even to the point of paralysis 
—after sipping carbonated water. 

As a result of this sudden disposi- 
tion, friend bivalve lets go and 
opens his shell — ready for the 
shucker's knife. 

Prythcrach also learned that stim- 
ulation of bivalves by chemical 
agencies will produce muscular re- 
laxation and cause the shell to 
open wider. For this reason, the 
process of shucking oysters commer- 
cially by stimulation involves use 
of a trumbltng mnchlne as well as 
a few minutes Immersion in either 
carbonated ' or chlorinated water. 

The method promises to save con- 
siderable time and labor In the re- 
moval of meat from the oyster, 
shell. It also reduces the percent- 
age of cut meats, eliminated con- 
tamination by mud and sand and 
Improves the keeping qualities of 
the meats. 

The gourmets believe the oyster's 
brush with the carbonated water 
gives It an added taste zest 

The electronic machine Is a little 
more complicated, but is even more 
useful In the commercial field, 
where one tainted oyster can ruin 
a complete canning cycle. 

Scientists who worked on the de- 
velopment of this supersensitive de- 
tecting process outstripped nature 
by developing tests even more sen- 
sitive than the nose for ferreting out 
unfit seafood.

The fact that many residents of 
Kenosha county are still unsatisfied 
with the high school set-up for the 
county Is clearly evident by the 
many complaints registered with the 
Antloch News. 

The situation, as it now stands, 
provides a new high school district, 
which Includes most of the territory 
within the county not included in 
the Kenosha school district or the 
WUmot Union Free High school dis- 
trict. The new district has been 
named the Union Free High School 
District. 

Main basis for complaint at the 
present time Is the levying of a ten 
mill high school tax in addition to 
the already established 5 mill tax 
for educational purposes. The new 
tax does not provide for the oper- 
ation of a school, and students of 
the district are still going to school 
on a tuition basis at Wilmot, Union 
Grove and Kenosha high schools. 

A petition for removal from the 
new district and inclusion with 
Union Grove is already on file from 
Wheatland township and it is said 
that Brighton, Salem, and Bristol 
will make like moves soon. 



Some opponents of the new dis- 
trict claim that taxes for school pur- 
poses within the new district will 
run as high as 35 mills, meaning a 
tax load of $35.00 per $1000 assessed 
valuation. They also say that the; 
new school district, most of which 
lies within ten miles of already es- 
tablished high schools, is unneces- 
sary.
